* In a memorable series of biographies, this one of the English navigator, 
finished shortly before the author's recent death, is perhaps her best,- significant, 
ironic, written with uncommon verve. The regional values, for those interested in 
Manhattan Island and the Hudson River, are enhanced by extracts from the records of his 
ship, the Netherlands- owned Half Moon, bits that strike a note of poetic contrast. The 
land then, they said, was "as pleasant with grass and flowers and goodly trees as ever 
we had seen, and very sweet smells came from them" ... Following the four expeditions led 
by Henry (definitely not Hendrick) Hudson, the characteristics which made him a victim 
of the mutinous crew are indicated, and the steps which led to their turning him adrift 
in Hudson's Bay. Though other captains of the period were autocratic and merciless in 
maintaining discipline, Hudson could not bring himself to put in irons the treacherous 
Juet, aide-de-camp throughout his voyages, and it was Juet who set Hudson and his son 
adrift. Later he himself died of starvation on board the Discovery. Ironic justice: 
Here is one of history's grimmest and most moving adventure stories, masterfully presented. 
The black and white drawings fall far short of the literary quality of the text. The 
scope of this biography includes a record of the incidental discoveries of the explorer 
who embarked with "a head full of wrong notions, a shiftless crew on a tiny ship...well 
supplied with faulty maps".

A GLASS ROSE $3.75 


A book designed to titivate jaded palates, but this reader isn't that jaded 
and found it distasteful and confusing. The resemblance to the early Faulkner, of Sanc- 
tuary and its successors, is evident, though here is no American folk saga - but the 
sordid and tragic story of a Polish family, the parents immigrants, the daughters, one 
by one, betraying the goals of the new America which was to have seen their parents' 
dreams fulfilled.

The Dark Glasses (1956) had its origin on Corfu: this is based in modern Greece, 
Salonica and Athens, and in London. And its sniveling, self-pampering central character, 
Spiro Polymerides, is the opportunist whose goal of indulgent living is betrayed by the 
treachery he visits on those impelled into his vortex. Latching on to a relief worker, 
Irvine Stroh, American, and tinged with homosexuality,- Spiro works his claim for its total 
worth, never giving any loyalty to the man who is providing for him, never refusing other 
interests.

THE RETURN OF ANSEL GIBBS $3.75 


* The third novel, coming six years after his last, by the author of the successful 
and very literary A Long Day's Dyingis a fine, timely and often moving one. Dealing 
with Gibbs, a sort of Adlai Stevenson raised-to-the-nth-degree kind of civilized and un- 
involved man, it shows him in contact with that epitome of involvement, politics. Gibbs 
returns after several years of retirement following World War II to his daughter, Anne, 
to his colleague, Hoye, to his official hostess, Louise, and most publicly to Washington 
where his appointment to a Cabinet post is opposed by a mid-West Senator. The questions 
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raised about Gibbs and about other characters reduce themselves essentially to 
problems of identity- which of the many parts a man plays is he really-- can he be 
anyone truly if he is isolated from others-- and Buechner does a fine job of 

making them immediate. As in his earlier books, there are superb, slightly ec- 
centric characters; there are set pieces that are charged with emotion and also 
touched with the ridiculous; there is witty dialogue and acute observation. How- 
ever, the subject itself is of more general interest and the writing is less complex 
though just as deft as in his other novels. As a whole, the novel shows great 
growth on the part of its author and is a fascinating one to read.

EXILE AND THE KINGDOM $3.50

of man. Two, "The Adulterous Woman" and "The Renegade” take the deseru ior their 
scenes; its barrenness brings revelation to Janine, madness to the renegade mis-

which love entails and the failure in flight from love. "The Silent Men" and "The 
Guest" are stoic statements for compassion, for no other reason than for men's need 
to draw comfort from one another.

This is Mrs. Sahgal's second book and first novel. It is not much as a 
novel, but when you get past the creaking of the plot and the sticky transitions 
from one place and time to another, it is quite an interesting picture of the at- 
titudes of various kinds of upper class Indians as India approached freedom and 
just after it became an independent state. Centering mostly on the Shivpals, a rich, 
English-educated family, it can find within the: group examples of the old-fashioned, 
contemplative man- devoted to enjoying his life and the arts; the over-Anglicized 
businessman; the younger, English-influenced man who feels guilty at not being able 
to be a part of the new movement; the old-style wife, devoted to bringing order to 
the life of her family; and the wife with an empty marriage who devotes her energies 
to the new movement. Besides these, the narrator, a rich son who gives up his 
father's business to follow Gandhi, shows the attitudes of the leading businessmen, 
all British, who in colonial India found themselves the aristocracy and in independent 
India suddenly found themselves sharing the Club swimming pool with the new, dark- 
skinned rulers of the country. The things that save this book from stodginess are 
a fine sense of humor and of irony, which makes points with ease and grace, and a 
feeling that this is much the way things were. This latter authority is natural 
since Mrs. Sahgal is the daughter of Mme. Pandit and the niece of Nehru. (1C:58-5358)

THE CONFESSION $3.00 


A delicately deadly examination of the devil in the flesh of fourteen year 
old Clemente Perrier whose Jesuit schooling has already disciplined and defined his 
young existence. His first venial "sins of thoughts" concern a woman glimpsed in an 
elevator, and following his confession, there is a self-imposed penitence. While

A rather macabre story built around the months during which Floyd Walker was 
presumably dying of leukemia.

Walker becomes erratic, irrational:- he goes to a bar, hears the drunks singing and 
pledges them to join the choir to offset the preponderance of female voices; he takes his 
family to his parents and leaves them there, setting up for himself in a shabby hotel; he 
teeters On the verge of an affair with his doctor's wife, and succumbs to an aimn- 
less passion for a cheap little girl from a beauty parlor who sings in the choir; he 
walks the streets at night or sounds pseudo-philosophical depths with his alcoholic orga- 
nist; he spends money he hasn't on things he doesn't need.

The charm of the Paris atmosphere- before World War I - almost disguises the 
inadequacy of the substance of this novel.

[Even the 
mores are authentically reflected. But the story is a limping one. It would almost seem 
to be a rather lame attempt to echo Bonjour Tristesse and 4 Certain Smile, but without 
the deft touch that redeems their amorality, and without any vestige of humor.

Bonaparte. Against this sweeping background of political intrigue is recorded, in the 
form of Paul's personal journal, the love affair between Marjolaine, daugher of the aris- 
tocracy, and Paul, who would have fled from causes but was trapped by events and who was, 
at the end of spring, 1815, among Napoleon's ill-fated troops at Waterloo. This massive 
story is admirable in its ambition, capturing in its vividness of scene, unconvincing in 
its machination.

An historical novel dealing with the strangely anomalous period in the 
mid-18th century when the French fortress of Louisbourg threatened New England, and 
when loyalties in Nova Scotia were on the thin edge of uncertainty as the Indians 
backed the French and the scarcely entrenched English sought controls. Sigourney, 
half French, half English, attending Harvard College, finds himself embroiled in 
false charges of murder, and later- after his escape to a ship bound for Nova Scotia- 
in dubious activities among the Indians, the Acadians, the French and the English.

A double tally on Michael Savage, a literary discovery, and on Hyatt Engel, 
a reporter for Insight who tells Savage's story- along with his own- sandpapers some 
of the rough edges and corners of the magazine- and book publishing- worlds and 
offers a smart, sharp entertainment. Hyatt, whose opening to an editorship is a 
feature story on Savage, along with a few principles, ("a man can become a son-of- 
a bitch in a hurry, if he's headed in the right direction"); follows Savage at the 
time when his novel is tapped by a book club- and the movies- from New York back to 
the wife and four children he has left behind in Minneapolis. Backtracking over 
the thin, threadbare years when Savage taught at a University- and struggled to 
write the book which would free him- this is a fairly acute portrait of a writer 
with a compulsion to succeed, an inability to compromie, and a strangling fear of 
failure. And the short-lived success brings only further defeats; the love affair 
with a girl in New York; the realization that he cannot write another book- so that 
the suicide which seems like an accident (to everyone except Hyatt) is the best as 
well as the easiest way out. And Hyatt, with all the answers which can bring further 
ruin, faces only the question of his own conscience.... Slick as much as this seems, 
and is, it also makes some uncomfortably correct, contemporary observations and 
offers expert entertainment as well.

This story of the Morrises, a family of New Orleans Negroes, takes place 
before, during, and just after World War II, and is told by the daughter, Lucille.

Lucille learns on her own the value of love, of independence, 
and of freedom and thus escapes the hate and fear that have governed her mother and 
made her unfit in coping with the world. The novel is often gripping and moving 
and Mr. Feibleman writes well once you get used to his idea of how to write southern 
Negro dialect. Still, given all of the elements of strength and power, it does not 
have the full cumulative effect it should.

For when Jasper goes to pieces so 
does the novel, because of the abrupt change of focus and the author's ambivalent approach 
towards her hero.

* Report repeated from the September 15th bulletin, when scheduled under another 
title for earlier publication, as follows: "Perhaps we are going out on a limb in claiming 
that here is another discovery that rates with the Boswell papers and the Walpole letters, 
and that recaptures a personality and a period as vividly as does Cecil's Melbourne. 

This book, compiled from the personal papers of the Second Viscount Palmerston, father of 
the great Victorian Prime Minister, 'Pam', is superbly edited by a British journalist, 
staff of the Daily Mail and BBC. It is not merely the portrait of an 18th century noble- 
man, but also that of his family, his friends and the political background of the time. 
Today, relatively unknown and obscured by his famous son, he was a person of considerable 
consequence, hearty and bustling, a spectator and recorder of the events of his day. He 
spent years in Parliament, and his travels were wide and notable. During the French Revo- 
lution he attempted to bring the King and Queen to England; and of his life and travels 

he kept such careful ‘engagement diaries' that one may learn from them what he did every 
night. An inheritor of wealth, he was noted for his hospitality, and scarcely one famous 
name of the time is missing from his guest lists at "Broadlands", the family seat, where 
the papers forming this book were recently discovered. Palmerston married twice and the 
correspondence of his enchanting second wife, Mary Mee, is one of the delights of the book, 
as is his own pride in the son who was to become Prime Minister. Although a man of high 
principles, Palmerston was no prude, gambling mildly and keeping mistresses in the years 
between his two marriages,- one of these ladies later attempting, with dismal failure, to 
blackmail him. Lacking the uninhibited charm of the Boswell journals and the waspish ©} 
acidity of Walpole's letters, the Palmerston papers have a flavor of their own quite apart 
from their historical significance, and the book belongs in all public and university 
libraries and on the reading lists of all students of 18th century England. For devotees 
of diaries and personal records, it is a book to be owned, not borrowed." (LC:57-10795)

The reader of this account of Nathan Leopold's thirty odd years in prison 
will find out- toward the close- his very natural resentment of Meyer Levin's 
Compulsion- primarily on the grounds that this highly fictional distortion would 
interfere with his appeal for parole; secondarily that it would absorb the market 
for this book- on which he had been working for five years. It may however be this 
reader- or rather the many readers of Compulsion which will create the market here, 
in spite of the S.E.P. serialization, which will have shortened the sentence (here 
some 800 pages) for those only casually interested. The book opens- not with the 
crime itself- to which a return was too painful- but with the investigation just 
after it was committed- the trial- and the verdict- and it is largely a record of 
these years behind bars. If Leopold, in spite of his intellectual gifts, doesn't 
write particularly well- he manages to make most of it very interesting. His friend- 
ship with Loeb- who remained unrepentant and untouched by the crime through the 
years (Leopold was dogged by remorse) continues- although for the first years they 
were kept in separate institutions-- this was a policy. The first period in Joliet- 
an old prison with no privileges- was grim, but the transfer to the new and enlight- 
ened Stateville brought many satisfactions:- reading and the study of many languages; 
work in the library; the extension of teaching facilities to other prisoners in 
courses he instituted- with Dick Loeb- for their benefit; the work on a malaria 
research project during the war- and the Eye Bank. Dick's death- when he was 
literally "cut to ribbons" by a cellmate, was a great loss; so were the deaths of 
his father, his favorite Aunt Birdie, and finally his brother. The first parole plea, 
supported by Warden Ragen, the postponed and denied decisions, and the continuing, 
sustaining hope that he will soon be freed close the story of what has ultimately 
proved to be a worthwhile life. But the man who lived it is no closer to the reader 
than was the boy who committed the crime.

There 
are letters from his tropical travels, a description of his visit to Garibaldi, a 
lengthy and brilliant article on the gold manipulations of Gould and Fisk, a highly 
abstruse and speculative essay on the possible application of Willard Gibbs' phase 
theory to the history of man, a Ruskinesque section on church architecture, as well 
as bits of biographical writings (Gallatin, John Smith, John Randolph), general 
history and poetry. The collection not only vastly deepens one's appreciation of 
Henry Adams, but regardless of one's personal tastes, is everywhere rewarding and 
compelling in its own right.

Fadiman, Clifton-Ed. Simon & Schuster 
FANTASIA MATHEMATICA $h .95 / 


Oddments mathematical, collected and introduced all too briefly by Clifton 
Fadiman, are interesting more as a phenomenon of the contemporary market for science 
fiction and its tangents than they are as literary material. Fadiman has snipped a 
section of How Green Was My Valley demonstrating woman's eternal war with the decimal 
point, relied on much familiar material (Huxley's Young Archimedes and Plato's Meno) , 
leavened the collections with several satirical bits, and in general rounded up 4 
patchwork which could have been done by any anthologer. The personal qualities which 
have commanded a wide audience for Fadiman's earlier anthologies are lacking here. 
It seems unlikely that the average reader will feel either instructed or very

entertained. He confesses that his own mathematical prowess is limited. One feels here 
that a distinguished anthologer has chosen the wrong medium. Those choice commentaries

OUR MISS WILLIAMS $4.00 


-..was the third and last governess for the author and her brother, Nick. She 
came to St. Petersburg in Tasha's sixth year to succeed Fraulein Katterfeldt who was 
dismissed because she was too interested in soldiers. Tasha and Nick didn't care for 
the Fraulein for many reasons, chiefly because while in her care they had to accompany 
her on her assignations with Boris. But Miss Williams was quite different - a plain 
woman, prim and proper, an Englishwoman who saw that her duty was to anglicize her young 
charges. She introduced them to porridge, icy cold morning baths and British sailor 
suits. She accompanied them and their countess mother to Yalta to visit their grand- 
father and his third wife - a woman who was not much taken with things British, including 
the energetic Miss Williams. When the 1917 Russian Revolution broke out, Miss Williams 
reluctantly left for England. And the countess and her family, because they were, of 
course, on the wrong side, soon had to assemble their few belongings, leave the country 
and deviously make their way to Malta, then to London where the children were happily 
reunited with their Miss Williams. A pleasant, harmless story. (LC :58-5990)

COME, DANCE WITH ME $6.00 


The years 1898-1956 carried a small girl who was christened Edris Stannus in @ 
Baltiboys, Ireland, through a lifetime of intense work, considerable travail to a 

position of prestige in the ballet theatre. The child whose first dance was an Irish jig 

gives backstage views of the major and minor figures she knew and worked with in the 

Abbey Theatre, at the Old Vic, from forces like Lilian Baylis to wardrobe mistresses. 

She writes of the constant fight to meet expenses, the slow revival of the Sadler's Wells 
Ballet, and the genius of Diaghilev, who brought the richly patterned figures of Russian 

folk dances to bear on the condition of Western European ballet. Her description of her

ONLY THE BRAVE ARE FREE $6.00 


It is the purpose of the authors, a lecturer in constitutional law, University 
of Virginia and a Professor of history, Scripps College, respectively, "to offer...a 
reliable summary of the sources, methods and the results of more than three centuries of 
self-government in America." Each of the chapters is signed by the particular contributor 
and cover in rapid order and concise form, the self-governing process from the Mayflower 
Compact to the effects on national sovereignty of the U.N. Charter. Precedent-setting 
men and events - Marshall's decisions, Jackson's term, Reconstruction, Roosevelt's in- 
novation, World Wars - are sketched and their ramifications highlighted. Two chapters are 
devoted to that rallying phrase "the welfare state", in one of which Richberg claims that @ 
"the welfare state must become national socialism" - an often disputed prediction. On 
the whole the effort is a competent, cogent, conservative statement, presupposing basic 
historical knowledge. (LC:58-5332)

LADY FROM SAVANNAH: The Life of Juliette Low $4.95 


An impulsive strong-willed streak vitally affected the life of Juliette 
Gordon - whose family soubriquet was "Daisy". Troubled with an ear infection, she 
insisted her doctor try the silver nitrate therapy, a treatment of which she had 
read. He complied and she was permanently deafened. The Savannah, Ga., girl was 
equally determined to marry Willy Low, son of a British multi-millionaire, knowing 
her family would not approve of an idler. She married Low, lived in England with 
him and sent home only reports of happiness in a marriage which could not endure. 
Willy met Mrs. Bateman, a widow, in Germany. She was soon ensconced in Daisy's 
home, giving orders to the servants with Willy's backing. For many years after 
separation, Daisy fought divorce and agreed only when her husband's sanity seemed 
threatened. It was Lord Baden-Powell, probably a suitor, who sparked her interest 
in founding the Girl Guides here. The economies she practised to support her 
protege organization, were stringent. Though the introductory section dwells overly 
long on her ancestors, this widens the knowledge of the woman who founded the orga- 
nization which became in time the Girl Scouts. (LC:58-5844)

THE ISLAND $4.95 


The life story of Gardiner's Island, passed down through generations of 
the same family, is a pleasant footnote in American history and this account, from 
1639 to the present, presents it warmly. Lion Gardiner, after building the fort in 
Saybrook, Conn., bought the island and established his family there, made friends 
with the Indians, and expanded across to Easthampton, L.I. Following his descendants 
through the years, there are the strong outstanding John and John Lyon, the ghostly 
David, the glittering Julia who married President Tyler, and all the others, with 
their building, improvements, restoration after destruction, with their brushes with 
the British, pirates and their connection with Kidd, to recent years when the island 
has been rented out for hunting parties. An out of the way bit of Americana, this 
should attract local, Connecticut and Long Island, interest. (1C0:58-5479)

BLUE MOON IN PORTUGAL $6.00 


More and more people include Portugal in a Spanish-directed holiday, and 
more and more are heralding the survival in today's world of a civilization of the 
past. Here is the most comprehensive travel book on Portugal I have seen, a book 
for leisurely study when planning a trip, or for delighted recapturing of the 
beauties and joys experienced. Whether the book will capture the imagination of 
the armchair traveler is a moot question. It is, perhaps, too detailed a step-by- 
step progression from the Arcady of Minho to the sophistication of Lisbon. The 
superb and varied scenery, the ruins of the Iberian-Celtic civilization, the vintaging 
area in the Douro, the ranches where the brave bulls are bred and the rings where 
they fight, the castles and the manor houses and the villages - all are vividly 
depicted. And there is enough of history to inform and not oppress. My criticism 
is that the travels are too tightly recorded, with not enough by way of personal 
adventure and anecdote to lighten the closely written factual record, and the reader 
must have already an intense interest in this almost pagan country to concentrate on 
page after page of its portrait. The appendices contain valuable information on 
hotels, eating places, foods, etc. There are some 40 photographs by way of illustration.

THE FINE AND THE WICKED $4.00 


A biographical summation of that "writer of incomparable novels"- the 
inscription on the tombstone of Marie Louise Rame, better known as Ouida, whose 
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fullblown romantic stories held a Victorian audience captive and expressed a passionate 
temperament, a splendid if somewhat vehement imagination. A rather ordinary childhood 
revealed only the ambition to write which her first stories, and then her novels achieved. © 
If they earned popularity, they also attached a certain notoriety to her name which 
widened the social dimensions of her life, first in London, later in Italy where she 
spent many years and where she fell in love suddenly, but lastingly, with della Stufa, 

a Florentine aristocrat. Her long competition with a Mrs. Ross for the charming but 
weak della Stufa led her to ridiculous indiscretions- both in person and in print, and 
her defeat left her to face the last years alone, her circumstances declining along with 
her circle of friends... Period portraiture of "a unique flamboyant lady", this does 
justice to the era as well as its exemplar and it is gracefully detailed and discerned. 
As such it is more likely to attract contemporary readers than the object of its 
scrutiny who is little remembered and little read today. (LC:58-6285)

* Perhaps for the first time, the chemistry of ceramics is brought into focus 
so that potters can understand it. It will serve as a text for teachers and a reference 
guide for’ any potter who wishes to graduate from the pre-mixed glazes. Part I presents 
the kinds of clay, their origin and composition, how to blend them, what happens when 
clay is fired. But the bulk of the text makes sense of the infinite complexities of 
glazes. The reader is led, step by step, from an understanding of the glaze materials 
to the final firing process. One learns the theory of glaze calculations, the practical © 


problems of mixing various types of glazes or originating one's own formulae. The 
problems met every day are effectively handled:- how to get mat glazes; how to blend 
glazes or get variations; what causes glaze flaws, such as pitting, blistering or crawl- 
ing; how to handle the kiln for effective results. Daniel Rhodes' teaching experience 

at U. of C. and more recently Alfred University provides the background for a book 

certain to become the standard text on the subject for many years to come. Liberally 
illustrated, and written in an unpretentious style that makes a complex subject relatively 
readable.
